Wilmington Backward 
in Street Development 2 


‘Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
expressed some opinions of the 
development of streets in Wilming- 
ton, during the Tuesday night meet- 
ing of the Planning Board. 

He had not intended to, and he 
was somewhat surprised to find 
himself telling his thoughts, The 
criticism evolved as a result of 
the Planning Board’s study of the 
proposed streets for Allan Estates, 
which is tobe the Jackson Brothers 
newest real estate development, 
down near Maple Meadow Brook 
and near Lowell Street. 

Harding had no criticism of the 
streets that are constructed under 
the jurisdiction of the Planning 
Board, It was the older streets 
in town of which he was talking, 

One of the streets to which he 
pointed was West Street, on both 
sides of Lowell Street, 

Pointing to an ‘easement’ of a 
dozen or more years ago, for a 
water main near the ‘Deacon’s 
Curve’ Harding told the Board that 
the town should have done some- 
thing to this area in the past 15 
vears - but hadn’t,

A little further northward, just 
south of Kilmarnock St. he point- 
ed to the narrow road, with a field 
to the eastward, In a half a dozen 
years, he told the Planning Board, 
there will probably be homes there 
and then it will be too late to widen 
the street.

The Wilmington Board of Library 
Trustees voted, Monday night, that 
the Board of Trustees had not been 
denied theright to put articles into 
the annual Town Warrant, 

‘The vote was five to one, with 
Mrs Evelyn Norton telling the new 
chairman Carl Gubelin{ that, ‘le~ 
gally you are right - but ethically~’ 

It was the first order of business 
after the election of officers for the 
coming year, Gubelini is the new 
chairman and Alfred Blackburn the 
new secretary, 

Mr Gubelini opened the discus- 
sion by saying that two selectmen 
had been talking with him about the 
story that had appeared inthe Town 
Crier last week, He himself pro- 
fessed ignorance. 

Mrs Norton then told how the 

Board, las fall, and con- 
sulted with the School Committee 
about the Walker School site and 
had been told that the School Com- 
mittee would not object, but would 
assist, 

Then, in a later mi she 
said, after Mr risus ate. 
signed, and with Philip Buzzelhab-

The first of these articles, she 
said, was for a sum of money to 
prepare plans for a library at the 
Walker School site.

These articles, she declared, 
had been taken to the Town Coun- 
sel, and he had received them be- 
fore the end of the year, 

Around the first of February, 
Mrs Norton said, the Town Coun- 
sel had said that either the Town 
Manager or the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen (she was not 
sure which) had said that they did 
not need the library articles - this 
was already pretty late. ‘I told 
him that we wanted them, as a 
board’. She went on to say that 
they had got them on the night of 
February 12th and had read them 
on February 20th, 

Gubelini then said that the arti- 
cles came to the board, and never 
had been presented to the Town 
Manager, and Philip Buzzell added 
that the Library Trustees had ne-

Other Items 

‘The Planning Board spent an hour 
with Edsel Tocci and residents of 
the Hansen Road area, discussing 
drainage problems, Mr Tocci is 
to meet with the Town Engineer 
to go over plans which are expected 
to solve the problems.

plicated because of the present hill. 

There has been talk of rerouting 
Routes 62, and 129, Cain told the 
Selectmen, to cross the railroad 
somewhere near the Gildart Ga- 
rage, and having a road go through 
to Shawsheen Avenue on the other 
side of the tracks from Main St: 

Cain, speaking of the Woburnst. 
Bridge, (just over the line in Wo- 
burn) and the Eames Street bridge,

Dear Captain Neilson, 
The Ipswich River comes under 
the scrutiny of the Division of Wa- 
ter Quality Control at a public 
hearing in Gardner Auditorium at 
10 A.M, on Friday, April 14th, 
AS a result of this hearing, the 
Ipswich will be classified accord- 
ing to possible uses and to the a- 
mount of allowable pollutants, 

A description of the possible 
classifications is as follows; 

Class A; Suitable for any high 
quality water use, Character uni- 
formly excellent. 

Class B; Suitable for bathing and 
recreational purposes. Acceptable 
for public water supply with ap- 
propriate treatment. Agricultural 
uses; excellent habitat; good aes- 
thetic value, 

Class C; Suitable for recreation- 
al boating; fultable habitat for wild- 
iife and fish; industrial cooling and 
process uses; under some condi- 
tions acceptable for public water 
supply with appropriate treatment, 

Class D; Suitable for power, 
navigation and certain industrial 
use, 

The League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington, in agreement with the 
Bosrd of Selectmen, the Planning 
Board, the Conservation Commis- 
sion and other Leagues from other 
towns along the Ipswich urges sup- 
port of a Class B classification 
for the Ipswich. Our concern stems 
from the fact that once a classhas 
been set on any portion of a river, 
it becomes virtually impossible to 
have it raised to a higher class, 
Industrial and domestic waste wa- 
ter systmes are constructed to 
meet the requirements ofthe class 
assigned.
